1 have had a radical change of heart. I have glimpsed 


a new phase of camp entertainment which completely 
ehknges all my advance notion.} on the simjcct. 1 had 
predicted dire failure for the whole enterprise because of 
what seenieil to me certain insurmountable obstacles to 
its piece's?.
